'Washington, Aug. 21.—At both Demo- 


cratic and Populist headquarters alarm 
Is felt over the situation In Idaho, where 
the news dispatches Indicate that the 
Democrats and Populists are tying to 
effect a fusion which will leave cut the 
silver Republicans. The managers at f 
both headquarters consider that this at-

tempted combination, at the expense of j 
the sliver Republicans, Is a violation of 
the spirit of the Tree silver campaign, 
which seeks to combine all the sliver 
forces, ar.d they fear its effect on the 
i!llver Republicans of the western states. 
They believe the different forces should 
combine on equitable and Just terms, 
and effect a division such ao was made 
In Minnesota and "Washington. More- 
over, they consider that It would be 
especially ungrateful In Idaho, because 
ithelr refusal to recognize the sliver 
Republicans Involves the defeat of Sena- 
te.* Dubols.

In the bolt of free sliver Republicans 
from the Republican party on the Issue.

Courts, too, have said that indi- 
viduals and even bodies of men may 
strike—that is, refuse to work—but the 
courts have never found u case where 
snch n coinr-.on refusal to work was not 
in SOIBO way construed into a violation 
of the law. For n, body of men. to ceaso 
work together to injure an employer ig 
shown to bo an illegal act; for them to 
strike for some ono else is a boycott and 
a crime.

it is conspiracy, and }ho penitentiary is 
tho reward.

contrived a lawful strike." Mr. Stimson 
says this statement is not trnu, but tbo 
book he lia^ given usshowsconclusively 
that it is. After reading this book it 
must be perfectly clear that any cage 
may easily be made o crime where a 
large number of mon leave work at once 
for tho purpose-of accomplishing some 
benefit to themselves of others. It is tbo 
surer a crime if euch an organization 
shall strike for their brothers than, when 
they do it for their selfish ends.

In the heaven and earth of legal practice 
than am dreamt of In their actual ei:- 
Ijerience. 


Mr. Crackanthorpe began his address 


by paying: a strong compliment to the 
standard of legal education In the United 
States,--o£- which he said: "Your stan- 
dard ot legal education Is a. very high 
one, 
higher. Indeed, than it Is in my own 


country. If I am not misinformed, you 
have In the United States some 75 law- 
schools, of which 65 are associated with 
universities. 'The refutation of at least 
one of these, the Harvard law school, 
has long attracted the attention of 
Europe. 


"In London, although It Is the capital 


of an empire and a central seat of Jus- 
tice, no such advantages are to he had. 
The only university London possesses 
Is not a teaching university at all, but n 
mere examining board—a defect which 
has of late occupied the attention of 
many educational reformers and two 
royal commissions, each composed of 
men of eminence. 


"Viewed in the light of what has been 


said, It Is not surprising that English 
lawyers should be reproached by conti- 
nental observers with knowing littla 
about the scientific side of law or the 
connection between the various systems 
of Jurisprudence which prevail In dif- 
ferent countries. England, we are told, 
produces many first-rate advocates, oc- 
casionally vary great Judges, hut rarely 
a scientific, or a comparative . Jurist. 
The Imputation Is. I am bound to admit, 
not wholly unfounded. "With some of 
our Judges and practitioners the very 
word 'Jurist' Is In bad odor. 'I will tell 
you what a Jurist means,' said not long 
ago a distinguished member of our 
bench, 'A Jurist is a man who knows a 
little of the law of every land except his 
own.' " 


The speaker then went on to define tho 


limitations between knowledge of cs^es 
and the scientific knowledge of law In 
general. • There was a great lack of such 
knowledge among practitioners, he held, 
and also In the regular text books, yet 
there was not only pleasure, but profit, 
in the study of legal history. In regard 
to the study of early English history 
the speaker pointed out the necessity o£ 
freeing the mind from- all preconcep- 
tions, as the moral Ideas of the past were 
not those of the present. The tendency 
of civilization is to enlarge the law from 
the domain of morals to convert the 
voluntary morality of one generation 
Into the obligatory law of the next. 


In regard to the growth of Anglo- 


American law the speaker sold: "Its 
origin is composite like that of the race 
Itself. Its 
staple 
Is unquestionably 


Anglo-Saxon, but there Is a large ad- 
mixture besides. 
It may, .for all we 


know, bold a British or Celtic element 
concealer! in some unknown.form which 
has hitherto eluded our vision. It Is 
certain that It contains a Scandinavian 
element, imported by the Danes, and a 
Frankish element, imported by ths 
.Normans. 
The extent to which 
the 


Roman law has also entei.-ed in Is a 
matter on which there Is much difference 
of opinion. That portions of Homan law 
did, 
m fact, enter In, without becoming, 


so to speak, naturalized-amongst us, J, 
for one, fully believe. 


In . pointing out effect of laws upon 


Doclal changes and of social changes 
upon the laws, the speaker said that the 
effective laws of a country "are only an 
expression, of the national tone and 
temper for the time'being. Legislation 
can 'never 'force the pace;' lt..must al- 
ways lag behind,-rather than precede 
the populai demand for It." As to the 
effect of law In English 
history, 
he 


pointed out the..way in which the Nor- 
man form of-tenure In which the vassal

MAINE GOLD DEMOCRATS. 


I'aTor the Gold Standard and Commend 


Cleveland's Administration. 


Portland, Me., Aug-. 21.—A band of 


music played popular airs while the sold 
Democratic convention was assembled 
yestei-day In Congress haJI. Hanging 
over the platform of the hal] was a pic- 
ture of President Cleveland, and when 
the delegates filed into their seats their 
eyes caught this picture, and 
they 


cheered It again and again. C. V. Hol- 
man called the meeting to order. He 
read a carefully prepared address, say- 
Ins In part: "We are here to rebuke tha 
position and condemn the^lnlquiUes of 
the Chicago convention, and r.o man 
can take part here today who docs not 
thoroughly denounce those declarations. 
We are here to denounce Eryanism, but 
If tin: election of McKlnley follows, 1st 
It fall upon those who deserted the Dem- 
ocratic 
principles at 
Chicago." The 


speaker delivered a touching eulogy on 
the Isle William E. Russell, and his last 
public utterances, which were deliverer] 
at Chicago, were read. 


The resolutions unqualifiedly endorse 


the action of the provisional, national 
committee In Indianapolis, Aug. 7, and 
repudiates and denounces "the Popu- 
llstic assemblage known as the Chicago 
convention, and everything emanating 
theretrom." It endorses the financial 
plank adopted In the Maine Democratic 
convention at Portland, on June 17, and 
reaffirms belief In the necessity of main- 
taining the existing gold standard of 
value In our national currency. It de- 
nounces protection for protection's sake, 
and commends the honesty, economy, 
courage and fidelity of the present fed- 
eral administration, and pledges sup- 
port to William H. Clifford for the gov- 
ernorship of Maine.

The vessel will traverse the 


Seine, cross the English channel, and go 
to London. 


The boat Is a large rectangular iron 


box, about 120 feet in length, 40 feet wide, 
and 5 feet high. It Is mounted on six 
lenticular disks, or rollers, 30 feet In 
diameter, and sunk in the water 10 feet, 
while the lower floor of the box Is at an 
equal distance from the level o' the 
wat.^r. In the sides of the box Is the 
machinery, which Is of 750 horse-power. 
This s:jts In motion a screw, and the roll- 
ers, ifr the upper part of the vessel, 
between the disks, which pierce the box, 
and extend beyond it about 7 feet, ;h.re 
comfortable cabin?. This strange-lobb- 
ing vessel has a displacement of 280 tons, 
il. Barin's first experiments were made 
with a small model, the rollers of which 
wcro moved by clockwork, the propeller 
being replaced by a weight, which was 
Httached by a. string passing over a 
.pulley to the front of the boat. When 
tho rollers were not working, the minia- 
ture boat took 22 seconds to cross from 
or.e side of the large vessel, In which It 
was placed, to tho other side. When they 
were working, it took only 11 seconds. 


As the power necessary to keep tie 


rollers at work Is only one-quarter of t'ne 
power that Is required to keep the screw 
going, the mathematical result Is that 
tl,e speed of the vessel Is doubled by an 
extra expenditure of power, which 
amounts to only one-quarter. But a vasr 
increase of speed Is not the only advan- 
tage claimed for these rolling steamers. 
IL Is pointed out that when they shall 
be used the length of voyages will be 
diminishes, the consumption of coal will 
to lessened, and, as a natural result, 
passengers and freight will be trans- 
ported at far less expense than Hereto- 
fore. Moreover, experts assert that the 
stability of the rolling boats will be far 
greater than that of the steam vessels 
at present In use. It Is also asserted 
that the catastrophes at sea would prac- 
tically cease by the use of rollers. In 
case of a collision or other accident, 
though some of the rollers might be 
damaged, some would almost certainly 
escape damage, and two would suffice 
tc keep the vessel afloat and take hnr 
Into port. IL Barin expects the boat to 
make about 30 miles an hour while cross- 
Ing the channel. The theory of Ihe In- 
ventor Is thafboats should roll over the 
water instead of cutting through It. He 
has designed a large steamer on the 
same principle, which he estimates will 
make "the voyage from Havre to Now 
York In four days.

Legislation Unable to Force 


Pace Anywhere, 


THE NEED . OF A LE3AL HIS- 


TORY NOTED. 


Subject of a Paper B.y Eng- 


lish Jurist, 


Saratoga, Aug. 21.—At last evenlng*s 


sebslon of the Bar association, Mon- 
tague Crackanthorpe of England read 
a very able paper on "The Uses of Legal 
History," as follows: 


Tho paper by Montague Crackanthorpe 


on "The Usfcu of Legal History," after a 
review of the development of English 
lav/, pointed tut the. value of a knowl- 
edge of this development and of a scien- 
tific: understanding of archaic law, In the 
practice o£ today, and concluded with a 
plea that the younger men should pur- 
sue the study of legal history side liy 
side with their 
strictly 
professional 


work, and that the older men should 
romember that there arc more things 
In the heaven and earth of legal practice 
than are dreamt of In theJr actual ex- 
perience. 


Sir. Crackanthorpe began his address 


by paying a strong compliment to the 
standard of legal education in the United 
States, of which .he said: "Your stan- 
dard of legal education Is a very high 
one, higher, indeed, than It Is In my own 
country. If I am not misinformed, you 
have in the United States some 75 Jaw 
schools, of which 65 are associated with 
universities. The refutation of at least 
one of these, the Harvard law school, 
has long attracted 
the 
attention of 


Europe. 


"In London, although It Is the capital 


of an empire and a central seat of Jus- 
tice, no such advantages are to be had. 
The only university London possesses 
Is not a teaching university at all, but z. 
mere examining board—a detect -which 
has of late occupied the attention of 
many educational reformers and twn 
royal commissions, each composed of 
men of eminence. 


"Viewed in the light of what has been 


said. It is not surprising that English 
lawyers should be reproached by conti- 
nental observers with 
knowing 
little 


about the scientific side oC law or the 
connection between the various systems 
of Jurisprudence which prevail In dif- 
ferent countries. England, -we are told, 
produces many first-rate advocates, oc- 
casionally v-.:ry great judges, but rarely 
a scientlllc, or a comparative jurist. 
The Imputation is, I am bound to aflmlt. 
not wholly unfounded. With some oJ 
our Judges and practitioners the very 
word 'jurist' is in bad otlor. 'I will toll 
you -what a jurist means,' said not long 
ago a distinguished member of our 
bench, 'A jurist is a man who knows a 
Tittle of the law of every land except his 
own.' " 


The speaker then went on to define the 


limitations' between knowledge of cases 
and the scientific knowledge of law !n 
general. There was a great lack of.such 
knowledge among practitioners, he held, 
and also In the regular text books, yet 
there was not only pleasure,1 but profit. 
In the study c-f legal history. In regard 
to the study of early English history 
the speaker pointed out the necessity of 
freeing tlie mind from all preconcep- 
tions, as tbe moral Ideas of the past were 
not those of the present. The tendency 
of civilization Is to enlarge the law from 
the domain of morals to convert the 
voluntary morality of one generation 
Into the obligatory law of the next. 


In regard to the growth of Anglo- 


American lav,- the speaker said: '"Its 
origin Is composite like that of the race 
Itself. Its staple 
Is unquestionably | 


Anglo-Saxon, but there Is a large art- i 
mixture besides. 
It may. for all 
we ! 


know, hsld a British or Celtic element I 
concealed In some unknown form -which 
has hitherto eluded our vision. It Is 
certain that it contains a Scandinavian 
element, Imported by the Danes', and a 
Prankish element, imported by th? 
Normans. 
The extent, to which the 


Koman law has also entered In Is a 
matter on -which there is much difference 
of opinion. That portions of Roman law 
did. In fact, enter In, without becoming, 
so to speak, naturalized amongst us, I, 
for one. fully believe. 


In pointing out effect of laws upon 


isoclal changes and of social changes i 
upon the laws, the speaker said'that the1 
effective laws of a country "are only an I 
expression of the national tone 
and 
: 


tcmper.for the time being. Legislation 
can never 'force the pace;1 It must al- 
•ways lag behind, rather than precede? 
the'populai demand for it." As to the 
effect of law in English history, he 
pointed out the -way In which the Nor- 
man form of tenure in which the vassal 
owod allegiance to the king Instead of to 
his Immediate lord, had an effect on the 
power of the crown, and also how the 
blow at family entails during the -war 
of the Roses affected society by giving 
the wealthy members of the 
middle 


classes a chance, .and encouraging the 
operations of commerce. Studying the 
growth of law meant, he held, studying 
history ^s well, and had a liberalizing 
tendency on the student who, though 
engaged In-the practice of his profes- 
sion, escaped being made its slave, and 
gave him an insight into the social and 
political life of the past as reflected In 
the mirror of the present. 


'in conclusion,'Mr.' Crackanthorpe went 


at some length into the question of the 
value of legal history on the practical 
side of the lawyer's work. He cited 
several cases showing the effect knowl- 
edge of the older law/had upon the pro- 
cedure and final results, and closed with 
his plea for the uses of the study of legal 
'history. 
.

The- resolutions unqualifiedly endorse

The boat is a large rectangular Iron

diameter, and sunk in the water 10 feet, 
while the lower floor of the box Is at an 
erjual distance from, the level of the 
water. In the sides of the box Is the 
rnachlnerj', which is of 750 horse-power. 
This SQ£S in motion a screw, and the rpll- 
ei's. Ih the upper part of the vessel, 
between the disks, which pierce the box, 
and extend beyond it about 7 feet, are 
comfortable cabins. This strang^e-look- 
Ing vessel has a displacement of :-r30 tons.J 
II. Barin's first experiments were made 
with a small model, the rollers of which 
wtro moved by clockwork, the propeller 
iieing replaced by a weight, which was 
attached by a string passing over a 
pulley to the from of the boat. When 
the rollers were not working, che minia- 
ture boat took 22 seconds to cross from 
one side of the large vessel, in which It 
was plac-id, to the other side. "When they 
were working, It took only 11 seconds. 


As the power necessary to keep the 


rollers at work Is only one-quarter of the 
power that is required to keep'the screw 
going, the f mathematical result is that 
ttie speed of the vessel Is doubled by an 
extra expenditure oC power, which 
amounts to only one-quarter. Butavasr 
Increase of speed Is not the only advan- 
tage claimed for these rolling steamers, 
li. Is pointed out that when they shall 
bf used the length of voyages will be 
diminished, the consumption of coal will 
be lessened, and, as a natural result, 
passengers and freight will be trans- 
ported at far less expense than Hereto- 
fore/ Moreover, experts assert that the 
stability of the rolling boats wilJ be far 
greater than that of the steam vessels 
at present in use. It is also asserted 
that the catastrophes at sea would prac- 
tically cease by the use o£ rollers. In 
case of a collision or other accident, 
though some of the rollers might bc> 
damaged, some would almost certainly 
escape damage, and two would suffrce 
tc; keep the vessel afloat and take hor 
into port.: II. Barin expects the boat to 
make about 20 miles an hour while cros.s- 
liiff the channel. The theory of the lrirj 
ventor is that boats should roll over the1 
water Instead, of cutting through it. H^ 
has designed a large steamer on th^ 
same principle, which he estimates will 
malce the voyage from Havre to Xcw 
York in four days.
